THE CORONER OF MITCHELSTOWN REPLIES 
TO HIS RECENT ATTACKS. 


Londons Big Holiday—The Quakers’ Fre- 
‘test Against the Government Kule in 
Ireland — Steamers Befogged— Emperor 


most important holiday of the year in En- 
gland. The weather yesterday being excep- 
tionally nne, Londoners thronged out by hun- 
dreds of thousands to visit favorite resorts, 
Kew Gardens, Hampten Court Palace, Epping 
Forest and other places within convenient 
distance. Railway trains and river steam- 
‘boats were crowded throughout the day an 
the people enjoyed themselves as though En- 
gland is not, asthepere daily assured, abso- 
lutely defenseless, and as if mo invasion by 
the French wasimminent. Onthe whole the 
crowds werevery orderiy,in this respect a 
great improvement since the-days of not long 
ago when bank holidays were a novelty. 
CORONER RICE’S DEFENSE. 

Richard Rice, the Coroner of Mitchelstown, 
defends himself in to-day’s News against Bal- 
four’s attacks. His letter is dignified in tone, 
and points out thatthe grounds on which the 
inquisitions were quashed were only defects 
of procedure. These were, first, because the 
inquest was held on three bodies before one 
jury; secondly, because the Coroner went into 
the room. He declares that if seperate in- 
quests are necessary in all cases, the adminis- 
tration of Justice is impossible. Sup- 
posing fifty or more persons 
were killed, it would be im - 
possible to obtain enough jurymen in any par- 
ticular district. In regard to the second mat- 
ter, he urges that the fault lies in the accom- 
modation provided forplaces where inquests 
are held in Ireland. He had no communication 
whatever with the jury, and merely received 
the yerdict when invited to do 80 by the jury. 
The intimation being made publicly that they 
were too rough to the head constable in court, 
he declares that so far from the jury having 
misconducted themselves, he considers that 
they were quite as competent and intelligent 
as any empanelled in other parts of the 
United Kingdom. 

THE QUAKERS’ PROTEST. 

The protest made by the Quakers yesterday 
to Gladstone against the Government rule in 
Ireland is unpleasant-reading for John Bright, 
who has abandoned his former professions 
and unlike almost every member of his sect 
has become an apologist for coercion. The 
protest is signed by 1,200 names, including 
Bright’s son William and many men of mark 
and influeace.

The Detectives Give the Festive Chip-Sling- 
ers Little Time to Play.

NEW Tonx, May 22.—For the first time since 


the Twentieth General Methodist Conference

Four sections 
of tellers consisting of three each and 
one at large, were announced by Bishop An- 
drews and took their places in the aisle. Be- 
fore the actual . begun, much time was 
taken up in ae the question as to whether 
ballots containing less than the required num- 
ber of names should be counted or thrown 
out. After much discussion it was decided to 
count them, and the voting began in earnest. 

The total number of votes cast on first bal- 
lot was 447. The number necessary for a 
choice was 298. The votes cast for the leading 
candidates was as follows: Dr. J. H. Vincent, 
215; Dr. James N. Fitzgerald, 195; Dr. J. A. 
Goodsell, 158; Dr. J. T. Newman, 156; Dr. J. W. 
AI 145; Dr. Payne, 130; Drs. James M. King 
and Earl Cranston, 128 each; Dr. Kynett, 119; 
H. A. Butts, 116. There were twenty candi- 
dates who received less than 100 votes, 
and over fifty who received but one 
vote each. On motion the time in which to 
elect Bishops was extended. 

A second ballot was taken and the Oonfer- 
ence then took a recess until 7 o’clock this 
evening when the result of the count will be 
made known.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 22.—Home mis- 
sions occupied the attention of the Prevbyter- 
jan General Assembly this morning. Prior to 
the reading ofthe report by Rev. E. D. Morris,

LONDON, May 22.—Mr. Blaine and his family 
will arrive in London on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day at the latest, and will wait here for Mr.

MISSED THE BURGLAR, | 


BUT SHOT THE HORSE MISS ALICE PHIL- 
LIPS WAS DRIVING. 


Policeman Cooney’s Sensational Attempt to 
Arrest a Negro Marauder in the West 
End and the Result—A Desperate Struggle 
in Which a Burglar and a Patrolman Ex- 
change Shots and Fight Almost to the 
Death—Miss Phillips Holds the Wounded 
Horse, but, Woman-Like, Faints When 
Danger Was Over. 


The bullets were whistiing merrily about 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon inthe vicinity of 
Garrison avenue and Olive street, the alley in 
the rear of the Palace stable being the 
scene of a most desperate encounter 
between a policeman anda black thug whom 
he was endeavoring to capture. The flying 
lead made the neighborhood dangerous fora 
time, startling the passers-by, but luckily in- 
flicting no graver injury than the wounding ofa 
horse that stood hitched to a barouche in 
the mouth ofthealley. The horse was the 
property of Judge J. W. Phillips, attor- 
ney for the St. Louis, Arkansas 
& Texas Railroad, who resides at 


8002 Chestnut street, and the shot 
not only wounded the poor brute painfully, 
but so shocked the nerves of the Judge’s 
daughter, Miss Alice, that after the episode 
of the shooting was over she 
fainted away. Woman-like, the young 
lady was brave enough while the actual dan- 
ger was at bend, and though she did not at the 
time fully realize what was happening, showed 
much pluck and presence of mind. The Judge 
keeps his horse atthe stable mentioned, and 
Miss Alice, who has not been feeling in per- 
fect health, had ordered him out for a 
drive. She had gone to the house of a friend, 
whom she wished to accompany her, and was 
returning on foot when 
THE FIRST SHOT 

fired by the officer caum whistling overhead. 
The horse and surrey had been left standing 
in the street on the Garrison avenue side of the 
stable. As Miss Phillips approached 
she saw the animal start to run and grasped 
the bit. Hardly had she Gone so when another 
bullet sped from out the alley and buried 
itself in the shoulder of the horse. The 
wounded brute reared and plunged, but the 
young lady held on bravely, calling to one of 
the stablemen, ‘‘What can be the matter 
with him?“ 

‘* He is shot,’’ exclaimed the man, and rush- 
ing forward he relieved Miss Phillips of her 
restive charge. 

The policeman who did the shooting was 
Officer Cooney, but he did not draw bis 
weapon until after the man he was pursuing, 
a — negre named Wm. Ferguson, had 
knocked him down and then shot at 
him twice, point blank, fortunately 
without injuring him. It appears that Fergu- 
don was detected by the officer coming out of 
a house with some clothes which he had 
stolen and armed with a is- 
tol and a knife, the revolver 
having been taken along with the clothes. 
Immediately the officer gave chase and suc- 
ceeded in running the fellow down inthe 
alley alread mentioned, when 50 
fight for life ensued. Cooney was 
in the act of hand-cuffing the negro, when the 
latter slipped from his grasp, dealing him

in the eye that felled the officer to 
the ground. While Cooney was 
prostrate, the thug, not satisfied 
with whathe had accomplished, pulled ¢he 
trigger of his pistol twice, the bulls 
missing their mark entirely. Upon 
this the officer fired in self-de- 
tense, but evidently at random, his 
first bullet striking a grocery store across the 
street and the secon one wounding 
Judge Phillips’ horse, aa already 
described. As the negro fied he 
was again ursued, and this 
time was successfully run down and taken to 
the Four Courts. This morning he was up 
before Judge Cady in the First 
District Police Court on charges of 
trespass and resisting arrest, and was fined 
$100 on each charge. Judge Phillips calied 
at the Four Courts to-day, and

Made and Prices Obteained—A Good 
Inquiry for Property. 


There probably never has been a time in the 
local real estate market when the inquiry 
for property, great as itis now, was rewarded 
by so few private sales.

A List of Merchants and Manufacturers in 
Favor of the Abolition of the Nuisance—A 
Petition Quietly Circulated and Exten- 
sively Signed—The Committee Meeting 
To-Day—The Movement Against the 
smoke Gaining Ground. 


The smoke is going. 

Buch a blio sentiment ts being aroused 
against the long suffered nuisance that the 
Municipal Assembly cannot afford ‘to reject 
the bill now before it. 

The bill to abate the smoke nuisance drawn 
by Delegate E. J. Stone and introduced into 
the House of Delegates may have faults in it. 

It was drawn with care and was designed to 
abate the nuisance. 

It objectors can put forward reasonable ob- 
jections the author and promoter are willing 
that the bill shall be amended. 

If they cannot propose changes that are 
reasonable and consistent with the abolition of 
smoke, the people of St. Louis demand that 
the bill be passed as it now stands. 

One of the first principles of law is, no man 
can be compelled to do an impossible thing. 
It it can be shown to any court that the emis- 
sion of dense smoke from furnace stacks 
cannot be prevented—that prevention of such 
emissions is impossible—no conviction can be 
bad under any law that might be framed. 

The promoters of the ordinance now in the 
House of Delegates claim that the smoke can 
be prevented. They claim there are dozens of 
devices to do this work, and while not advo- 
cating only the introduction of ong device 
they insist on a law that shall compel furnace 
users to do something toward smothering the 


smoke. 


THIS AFTERNOON 
the Committee on Police and Work-house of 
the House of Delegates is considering the bill 
and is hearing objections to it. This meeting 
has been advertised daily bythe Post-Dis- 
PATCH so that all manner of objections that

The beer saloon on the Pine street side of 
the Planters’ House had the appearance yes- 
terday of the meeting-place of a ward con- 
vention. It was packed with men—young 
men, old men, short men, tall men, thin men 
and fat men, all sizes, ages, conditions and 
constitutions. It might have been a personal 
liberty meeting or a collection of thirsty citi- 
zens who had struck the first open door after 
dry Sunday. But it was nene of these things. 
It was simply a collection of unemployed bar- 
keepers looking for jobs. There has been 
plenty of talk about the over-supply of saloons, 
but any one glancingat thiscrowd would have 
come to the conclusion that the supply of sa- 
loons was indefinitely under the supply of jsa- 
loon men. There must have been seventy-five 
or 100 men in the place, and they were there in 
answer to an advertisement for bar-keepers to 
serve at the races during the Spring meet. 
About forty men are required to deal out 
‘liquidgwefreshment to the admirers of horse- 
flesh who throng the grand stand and quarter 
streteh at the races. The name and address 
of each applicant was taken with the instruc- 
tion to be atthe gate on Saturday. Many of 
the applicants were the same men who worked 
last year at the races. What they do the rest 
of the year is one of those things, as the late 
‘*‘Dundeary’’ Sothern used to say, ‘‘that no 
feller can’t tell anything about;’’ but they 
must do something, for many of them wore 
new well-cut clothes and nobby spring hats.

SLAVERY IN BRAZIL. 
The Unique Bill Which Frees Over 600,000 
Human Beings. 


NEW Tonk, May 22.—The Herald correspon- 
dent in Rio Janeiro under date of April 28, 


writes as follows: Senator Antonio Prado,the 


Minister who was to introduce the total eman- 
cipation bill in the Legislature, continues in 
St. Paulo, laid up with a severe fever. Depu- 
ty Rodrigo da Salva, Senator Prado’s locum 
tenens in the Ministry of Agriculture, then 
took charge of it. The bill drafted by Pardo is 


very short, having only five brief articles: 

First—Declaring free from date of the law, 
all slaves in the empire. 

Second—kelleving from further service the 
Ingenus, or free-born children of slave 
mothers. 

Third—Localizing the new freedmen within 
their county for two years. 

Fourth—Empowering the Executive to iesue 
the necessary regulations. 

Fitth—Revoking all contrary provisions. 

Thus balf a page of octavo sufficed ior a law 
which emancipates over six hundred thousand 
slaves and relieves from apprenticeship to 21 
about four hundred thousand children of 
slave mothers born free by virtue of the law 
of September 28, 1871. Indeed, in general 
Brazilian laws are free from the prolixity of 
Anglo-Saxon legislation. 

The voluntary emancipation movement ini- 
tiated in St. Paulo had already taken firm root 
in the Province of Rio Janeiro as well asin the 
Minas Geraues. Two brothers, Vicounts St. 
Clemente and Nova Friburgo, planters in the 
municipality of Cantagallo, freed uncondi- 
tionally their 1,909 slaves, an example followed 
by a number of lesser planters. of 
the same county. One notable phe- 
nomenon of the new era of enforced 
labor, is the anxiety of thefreedmen to legal- 
ize their unsanctified conjugal unions and to 
legitimize the offspring of them asthe Brazil- 
lan law humanely permits by after marriage; 
and in St. Paulo, especially, the marrying ca- 
pacity of the clergy, worked at the highest 
pressure, is insufficient to meet the demands 
of the ex-slaves for the sanction of the church 
and law to the broom-stick unions, which 
alone the policy of their owners had pre- 
viously permitted them.

FLOWERS AND SONG. 


MAY DAY BEAUTIFULLY CELEBRATED BY 
COLORED SCHOOL NO. 1. 


The Children of the Kindergarten and Their 
Festival of Flowers—One Hundred and 
Forty Childish Voices Hail Summer’s 
Coming—The Colored Teachers—A Pres- 
ent to Mrs. Cleveland. 


ITTLE children gathered for 

the May Day celebration at 

the kindergarten of colored 

school No. 1, at Lucas avenue 

and Fifteenth street this aft- 

ernoon, and within an inner 

room the hands of the di- 

rector and her assistants were 

kept busy wreathing gar- 

g lands of roses about the case - 

ments and twisting the coy daisies in grace- 
ful curves around the children’s May 
pole. It was almost 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, the hour set (for 
the games of the little ones, that the decora- 
tion was completed and the children swarmed 
in as so many bees among the clustering blos- 
soms. There were flowers everywhere, and 
the walls were fairly covered with them and 
with the designs that had been wrought into 
all manner of artistic shapes. On tee curtains 
were inscriptions reading: What is 
this the flowers say? It is lovely May;’’ 
Come, let us live for the _ chil- 
dren,’’ and like sentiments wrought 
into tangible lettering by the hands of No. 478 
director, MissThomas. The windows were of 
stained glass and through them the bright 
sun was refiected in a score of summer shades. 
At least, the children said the glass was 
stained, and that was what the grown 
people thought until a minute investi- 
gation revealed the truth, and Miss 
W hetts acknowledged it was she 
who had cutthe designs from colored paper 
and pasted them on the window panes till 
everybody was deceived into thinking them 
stained. One of the most effective designs of 
all was a flight of swallows on the north wall, 
clipped from black card-board in a manner 
wonderfully realistic and fixed in posi- 
tion 80 that they had appar- 
ently just entered the window, along 
with the sunshine, to get a glimpse of the gar- 
den within. This was the work of the director, 


Mrs. Sarah W. Topp, and so much was there 
in this May Day celebration to gratify her that 
she looked as happy as the children them- 
selves. Mrs. Topp is from the East, 
and assumed charge of the kindergarten 
only last fall. Entirely from 
all prejudice she conceived the idea 
of inaugurating the system of a complete 
corps of colored teachers, and the result has 
spoken for itself. 
First Assistant, Miss Dora Schmetzer, the 
teachers of this kindergarten are all colored 
women. 
THE COLORED TEACHERS. 

They are Mrs. Haydee Campbell, Mrs. Jennie 
McLain, Mrs. Emma Houston, Mrs. Courtney 
Sims, Mrs. Jennie Cole, and the Misses Ella 
Whetts and Mamie Housekeeper. These 
teachers all attend the Kindergarten Normal 
School, of which Miss Mary C. McCulloch is 
Supervisor and Misses Mabel Wilson and Clara 

Hubbard, respectively, the directors of 
Franklin and Stoddard Kindergartens, her 
assistants. Miss McOulloch originates the 
formulas by which the children 
are trained, these young ladies 
carry out her ideas dy practical 
work. To Mrs. Topp, although a compara- 
tive stranger in the city, has been given the 
charge of the colored kindergartens, and she 
is justly proud of what they have accom- 
plished, especially as the colored teachers 
under ber supervision have developed all the 
capacity of their white sisters and show them- 
selves fitted in every way for the positions 
they occupy. 

Thanks to the Park Commissioner, who had 
given a special permit for flower gathering, to 
the official in charge of the reservoir park and 
to Mrs. Geo. Plant, flowers not only trailed 
over everything to which they could be ad- 
justed, but ran over in plenty for the heaping 
of baskets to 0 presented to 
the officials present, invitations hav- 
in been extended to a number of 
School Board Directors. At 4 o’clock Miss 
Clara B. Hubbard sat down at the plano, and 
as the notes of the ‘‘Boulanger March’’ were 
heard the 140 children of the kinder- 
garten came trooping in with their little 
chairs uplifted over their heads. Then 
followed soft music, a prayer and a 
hymn, succeeded by songs, every line 
of which was accentuated and described 
by the rythmic movementof scores of tiny 
hands. One hundred and forty childish voices 
piped in treble notes and with one accord, 
To Do to Others,“ Good Morning, Merry 
Sunshine, Good Morning to Teacher, 
Good Morning to Children, In the 
Branches, The Brooklet,’’ Over Field and 
Meadow, The Pansy’’ and Lovely May. 
Then came the sleeping song: 

Go to sleep little thumb, that’s one; 

Go to sleep pointing finger, two; 

Go to sleep middle finger, three; 

Go to sleep ring finger, four; 

Go to sleep little finger, five; 

I'll take them. I'll take them snugly all in bed 

Sound asleep; let naught be said, 

Do not early wake them. 

THE SLUMBER SONG. 

As the last notes of the simpie ditty died 
away the soft strains of fritz Emmet’s lullaby 
were taken up with charming effect, each 
child bowing a small head in an utter abandon 
of repose that was delightful to see, go natur- 
ally was it done. Then the children 
arose and leftthe room, presently returning 
without their chairs, the boys through one 
door and the girls through another. Joining 
hands they circied about the May pole, echo 
ing in chorus, ‘‘What is this the flowers 
say?“ Swinging back and forth to the music 
of the May pole: march they then approached 
the flower-bedecked pole and took from 
beneath it the askets of flowers 
intended for their parents. Atter this the 
games began in earnest, flying birds and 
swimming fishes being simulated in delightful 
mimicry of gesture. Perhavs the most touch- 
ing game of all was the imitation of the 
worm—thechrysalis andthe eventual butter- 
fly. Four lines of children represented 
as many worms, squirming in sinuous

A PARTY VOTE. 


THE FISHERIES TRFATY TO BE CON- 
SIDERED WITH CLOSED DOORS. 


Riddleberger's Resolution Defeated in the 
Senate—An Important Kailroad Meas- 
ure—No Places for Military and Naval 
Graduates — Proceedings in Congress— 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.—It is now 
learned that the Republican Senatorial Cancus 
oflast evening adopted, with but three dis- 
senting votes, the Riddleberger resolution to 


consider the fisheries treaty with epen doors. 
Two of the dissenting Senators afterwards 
gave their assent and 8 to 
make the action unanimous, but this was 
not done. The Democratic Senaters who 
a week ago were opposed to an open consid- 
eration, are now inclined to join inthe move- 
ment. There is still a possibility that the 
mpage dl will not be taken up to-day, but there 
is a strong probability that a motion will be 
made by nator Edmunds, shortly after 2 
o’clock that the doors be closed, and that a 
few moments later they will be opened and 
the consideration of the-treaty proceeded with 
in public. 

The Senate has decided by a vote of 28 to 27 
not to consider the fisheries treaty in open 
session. The division was upon strict party 
lines, except in the case of Senator Hale, who 
voted with the Democrats, adverselyto the 
Riddleberger resolution. Upon the announce- 
ment of the result the body went at once into 
legislative session. No time has -yet been 
fixed for taking up the treaty. 


An Impertant. Measure. 


By Telegraph to the PoOst-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.—The Senate 
bill which passed yesterday under a suspen- 
sion of the rules, granting to the Billings, 
Clark’s Fork & Cooke City Railroad Co. the 


right of way through the Crow Indian reserva- 
tion, served to call attention to the anomalous 
position which delegates in Oongress occupy 
in regard to matters most important to their 
constituents. The reservation is in Montana 
and the right of way asked is from Billings, 
a point on the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
southward and entering Wyoming. The object 
is to strike the coal fields along the Clark’s 
Fork Valley and open up the minesfor the 
benefit of the entire Northwest Territory. The 
base of coal supply along the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad now is as far east as Iowa and 
west in the Cascade Range of Washington Ter- 
ritory, which simply means that coalis very 
expensive in that vast territory. Some idea 
of the importance of the measure can be had 
from the statement made by Gen. Bingham, 
under whose management the rules were sus- 
pended. The construction of this road as- 
sured to this wide region of country, now de- 
pendent upon remote points for coal,a supply 
at one-half its present cost. The timber 
belt of that section would be no longer 
forced to furnish the demands of the numer- 
ous moving camps and towns scattered 
through this section, and a serious drawback 
to the development of Montana, Wyoming and 
Dakota in their mineral resources would be 
removed dy giving the right of way asked. 
Yet upon a measure in which the people of the 
Northwestern Territory are more Vitally inter- 
ested than any other part of the country, the 
1 of which was to them the greatest 
oon they could ask, they could not open 
their mouths to vote for its passage. The dele- 
gate from Dakota, with a voting population 
1 Half a million people; the dele- 
gute frem ashington, with 300,000 constitu- 
ents behind him; from Idaho, with 100,000 
population; from Montana with nearly 
two hundred thousand people and from 
Wyoming with its 75,000 inhabitants, all these 
to whom the measure was of the greatest im- 
portance were silent spectators when the vote 
was had on the passage of the bill. , 
The House, however, paternally took care 
of the embryo States and passed it for them, 
and it now only awaits the President's ap- 
proval. The company will, it is said, at once 
commence the construction of the road to the 
mineral lands, expecting to build nearly the 
entire line this season from where it connects 
with the Northern Pacific road to Cooke City. 


Uniucky Military and Naval Graduates. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DIsPATOH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.—Although both 
the military and naval academies turn out an 
unnsually small number of graduates this 
year, there doesnot beginto be a sufficient 


number of vacancies in the two services to 

rovide them all with commissions. At least 

alf the members of the Annapolis class will 
have to be discharged for lack of vacancies. 
Fortunately for the West Point class there isa 
law of recent date which authorizes the as- 
signment of all surplus graduates as ad- 
ditional second-lieutenants until vacan- 
cies occur forthem. The West Point class 
comprises forty-four members; the naval 
academy twenty-five. Inthe army there ex- 
ist twenty-three vacancies in the grade of 
second lieutenant, with prospects for six or 
eight more between now and June ll, when 
the class graduates. In the navy there are 
but seven vacancies and onty two prospective. 
The chapter of accidents may provide one or 
two more before the class graduates, It is 
certain, however, that at least half of the 
class will be compelled to accept a year’s pay 
and an honorable discharge and seek a field of 
duty outside of the naval service.

Serious Railroad Accident on a Bridge—A 
Miner Killed. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-D1sPATCH. 

LONGVIEW, Tex., May 22.—At Lodi, this 
morning at 3 o’clock, No. 18,a fast stock train, 
going north on the Texas Pacific, ran off ofa 
high bridge, seriously injuring Engineer

CUIVER RIVER ON A DESTRUCTIVE BOOM 
AT O’FALLON, MO, 


— 


Many People Caught in Their Submerged 
Houses and Cut Off From Escape—Heavy 
Losses—A Change for the Worst at Louisi- 
ana, Mo.—The Water Receding at Quincy, 
III. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

O’FALuon, Mo., May 22.—The daily tele- 
grams which have been sent from here to the 
POST-DISPATCH for the past seven days have 
been worth a good deal to the residents here, 
becaused the people learned that they should 
prepare for the destructive high water which 
is now flooding their lower floors, terrorizing 


homes of hard working, honest tenants, whose 
all is now swept away. The water continues 
to rise. Since 565 o’clock yesterday 
the water has risen eight inches A great 
many families are completely cut off 
from escape except by wescuing parties. All 
travel on the various public roads passing 
through the inundated region is ended. 
What was two weeks ago a wide expanse of 
fertile fields and rich pasture lands is con- 
verted into an angry and cruel sea. The 
Cuiver Club-house stands solitary and alone, 
the foundation washed by the approaching 
waves. The fine kennel of imported. and 
domestic dogs belonging to the club, are at 
this moment swimming about their kennel. 
Mr. John Roblfifg, the superintendent of the 
club-house, is moving his family. The private 
club-house of George 8. Meyers can not be 
reached, while mostof the stock has been 
driven to the binffs, yet many hogs, cattle and 
sheep will be lost. Wheat fields are sub- 
merged, hay-stacks soaked and everything in 
the Jine of cereals destroyed. Rescuing parties 
are on the watch to save all persons who may 
not be able to escape. The water was rising 
at 11:30 a. m. at the rate of two inches per 
hour.

SECOND DAY'S HEARING OF THE TEST 
MONY IN THE $150,000 DAMAGE SUIT.

Surveyor Laucaster'e Attorneys Stein Fre 
senting Their Client’s Side of the Case 
te the Jury—Witnesses Whe. Identified 
Newspaper Publications Unfavorable to 
Lancaster—Progress of the Trial Watched 
by Crewds. 


This morning in court room No. 6 be- 
fore Judge Valliant the trial of the suit of R.

He was shown a lip 
of paper on which was printed the open letter 
of J. M. Gloverto Senator G. G. Vest con- 
cerning the nomination of R. D. Lancaster to 
be Surveyor of the Port of St. Louls and was 
asked if he ever saw any of those slips in the 
bands of Mr. McKinstry.

On cross-examination the witness said he 
thought Mr. Lancastef had not been elected 
to any position since the taking of the Gun- 
decker depositions.

PLANS FOR GIVING TWO EPISCOPAL 
BISHOPS TO MISSOURL 


The Leading Question at the Present Con- 
vention—Prospective Occupant of the 
New Seat—How the State Would Be Cat 
in Two—The Opening Services To-Day at 
Christ Church—Clergy Present. 


Will the large, unwieldy diocese of Mis- 
gourl be divided? is the question tbat occu-

A CAUCUS LAST NIGHT AND A CUT-AND- 
DRIED CONVENTION TO-DAY. 


Messrs. C. E. Pearce and J. G. Chapman Se- 
lected to Goto the Republican National 
Cenventien—E. S. Rowse Must Remain on 
the Stool of Repentance a Little Lenger— 
Harmony and How It Operates—Presi- 
dent Dave Caruth’s Reception—The Na- 
tional Demecratic Cenvention—Political 
Matters. 


Harmony with a big H and a long-rolling, 
musical rfilled the nooks and galleries of 
Central Turner Hall to-day, when a stream of 
old familiar ward figures poured in and seated 
themselves about the tables in Schweick- 
hardt’s Cradle of Liberty, in Ninth Con- 
gressional District Convention assembled.

Mrs. Col. Morrison’s Furnace Man.

to pack up his effects and get out of the house 
as speedily as possible. She paid him what 
she believed to be due and repudiated the 
claim pow figuring in sait. He complained 
that e was ordered to do work 
for which he was not hired, 
and consequently had to neglect his own de- 
partment. Hefeltthathe had been treated 
shabbily and entered suit for his services. 

Miss Mimi Morrison was called to the witness 
stand. She admitted that Wiggerhaus had 
been sent out on various errands. He had 
taken messages to the Speck family on Morri- 
son avenue, South side. Her mother owned 
the property on Locust street, and all the ex- 
penses of keeping up the establishment were 
borne by her mother. 

Mr. Reyburn asked an instruction for a non- 
suit, ou the ground that Col. Morrison did not 
hire 1 The court gave the instruc- 
tion, and a nonsuit was taken with leave to 
move to set it aside. 


An Accommodation Note. 


Judge Dillon in rendering judgment against 
Joseph W. Branch for $6,689.16 in the note suit 
of the Bremen Bank against the Branch 
Crookes Saw Co., said: ‘‘A corporation has 
no power to execute paper purely for ac- 


commodation and no one who receives paper 
knowing that it was executed for accommoda- 
tion alonecan recover on it against the cor- 


poration. Every one dealing with paper ex- 
ecuted by a corpvration must be held 
to this knowledge of the law. The 


corporation received no consideration at all 
for signing this paper and it was sighed purely 
as a matter of accommodation. The corpora- 
tion never assumed payment of the earlier 
note of which the note in this suit was a re- 
newal. The note was executed for the indi- 
vidual benefit of Mr. Branch and the proceeds 
were not used for the benefit of Branch, 
Crookes & Co. It did not appear on the books 
ofthe corporation at all. Judgment will be 
entered in favor of this corporation and 
against Mr. Branch.’’

THE NEW YORK DEMOCRACY. 


Le Cleveland Has Reconciled Tammany 
Hall With the Party at Large. 


Theodore H. Sawyer of New York, a former 
officer of Tammany Hall, whoison his way 
From Denver to New York, remarked to a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter at the Lindell 
Hotel: In considering the chances 
of the next election both Repub- 
Jicans and Democrats seem to haye 


overlooked one most important point and that 
is the attitude of the Tammany democracy to- 
ward Cleveland. Blaineand hiscrowd seem 
to count on gaining as many votes in New 
York City as they did before, without taking 
into account the altered conditions. When 
Cleveland wasfirst neminated the leaders of 
the New York City Democracy 
were under the strong impression

— meant death to their influence. 
nder Republican rule the enly chance of 
office for New York Democrats was through 
their city government. Tammany beld the 
control of this patronage, and its leaders were 
therefore omnipotent. But they feared that

~ Offices that their power would * 
pear, and a hostile camp be established in 
their midst. This was by no means agreeable; 
they cast their quiet influence in favor of 
Biaine, and the consequence was that the 
Democratic vote in New York City was smaller 
than it has been since the war. In spite of 
this New York was carried, andwe of Tam- 
many expected nothing short of annihilation. 
But we found that our local government was 
not interfered with, and that nothing was done 
to break up our influence, The consequence 
is that thousands who opposed Cleveland will 
be on his side in the coming election, and that 
the contingent which Biaine, or any other Re- 
ublican, can draw from the Democratio party 
n New York will be inconsiderable. It is most 
amusing for one behind the scenes to hear 
outsiders, both Demoerats and Republicans, 
talk about the personal magnetism of Blaine 
that carried over s many New York 
votes. Blaine, as every practical politician 
who is at all in contact with the New York 
voters knows, had nothing to do with the mat- 
ter. The machine Democrats were fighting 
for themselves, notfor Biaine, and thought 
that the election of Cleveland meant political 
death to the New York City Democracy. But 
r a three years’ experience 
they have found that they are 
as safe In the control of the 
city as they ever were, and the results will be 
geen in the next election. There is no chance 
of any Democratic jsecession this year, the 
Democrats will cross the Harlem with 60,000 
ajority, and the Republicans might as well 
ope to carry South Carolina as New York. 
Cleveland has harmonized all branches of the 
— 4. nis own State, and is sure to succeed 
self.

MAULIFFE WON. 


GLOVER, THE CHICAGO HEAVY-WEIGS8T, 
WHIPPED BY THE WESTERN MAN. 


Forty-Yine Rounds Fought at San Francisco 
—A Noted Horse Dead—Commedore Kitt, 
son’s Liberality—Sporting Matters—Gos” 
sip of the Diamond. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., May 22.—It was 11 
o’clock last night before the sparring exhibi- 
tions between local celebrities at the rooms 
of the California Athletic Club were conclud- 
ed. At that hour Joe McAuliffe, the champion 
heavy-weight of the Pacific coast, and Frank 
Glover, the well-known pugllist of Clicago, 
stepped over the ropes to begin their fight to 


a finish for $1,000 and a purse of $1,750 offered 
by the California Athletic Club. After the usu- 
— time was called. The men 
sparred cautiously for a full minute, when 
McAuliffe led out strongly with his ri ht, hit- 
ting Glover on the neck, and sending him 
down amid the applause of the spectators. He 
was on bis feet instantly, when the men 
clinched but broke away. Several other 
clinches followed in quick succession, when 
the round closed. 

Round 2. McAuliffe reached for Glover, but 
missed him. Glover got in with his left on the 
former’s neck. 

Round 8. Glover did most of the work. He 
led for McAuliffe’s stomach but was sree 
stopped. McAuliffe led for Glover’s head, 
falling short. The menclinched and Glover 
landed on his side and broke away. 

Round 4. Both opened cautiously, Glover 
making frequent feints with his left. McAu- 
liffe got in several light blows on head and 
chest, falling short. 

Round 5. McAuliffe got in a light blow on 
Glover’s head. The latter caught him witha 
hard left-hander in the face, throwing him 
back. McAuliffe returned with a blow on the 
body and Glover again got in on his face. 
Round 6. 
Glover was decidedly cool. Aclinch followed 
McAuliffe’s lead for the head, and time was 
called. 

Round 7. No fighting of any moment. Me- 
Auliffe made a vicious reach for Glover’s neck, 
but the latter dived under. The former then 
touched him lightly on the cheek, which 
caused the Chicago man to laugh. 

Round 8. Glover tried for McAuliffe’s head, 
but was stopped by the latter’s left. The men 
clinched. Glover dodged a lunge for his head 
and got in hard on McAuliffe’s head. 

Glover got in a hard one with his left on 
McAuliffe’s face in the ninth. The round 
closed with McAuliffe’s striking out with his 
left and landing at the side of Glover’s right 
eye, making a cut from which a light stream 
of blood began to flow. 

The tenth round was decidedly in the San 
Franciscan’s favor. 

Very little hitting was done in the next 
three rounds. McAuliffe struck Glover on the 
right eye, causing that member to swell very 
rapidly. | 

Glover forced the fighting in the fourteenth 
and got in two hard ones, one on the nose and 
the other in the stomach, 

In the sixteenth Glover went down under a 
blow in the neck, and inthe next round Mo- 
Auliffe fell under a push. Glover appeared to 
— advantage at every clinch. His eve was 

eginning to close, but with this exception 
there seemed to be little change in the men at 
the close of an hour’s fighting. 

The twenty-third proved to be the mostspir- 
ited round so far. McAuliffe pressed his an- 
tagonist into the corner and against the ropes 
and in the meantime pounded him severely. 
Glover took the punishment well but was not 
able to return the blows. 

The next few rounds appeared to be gener- 
ally in Glover’s favor. He forced Me- 
Auliffe hard, but the latter punished 
him Beverely several times, prin- 
cipally on the injured eye, which soon 
closed entirely. Glover's face was swollen 
terribly while the only marks to be seen on 
McAuliffe were a sjight abrasion on the arm 
and a slightly puffed-up eye. 

In the forty-fourth round, however, it be- 
came apparent that Glover was growing weak 
fast. McAuliffe struck him a terrible blow and 
knocked him down under the ropes. This 
was repeated twice in the same round, and 
the third time he fell on his face 
just as time was called. The fight 
seemed to be ended here for Glover was 
lifted by his seconds and fell into his chair 
like a log. When time was called, however, 
he came forward pluckily and received a rous- 
ing cheer from the spectators. 

In this round McAuliffe did all the fighting, 
pressing Glover against the ropes, but falling 
to get aknockdown. Glover stood up well in 
the forty-sixth and forty-seventh rounds and 
succeeded in getting in ahardoneon McAu- 
liffe’s eye. 

Some of Glover’s over-sanguine admirers 
cried, ‘‘He’ll win Nr. but the forty- eighth 
round showed that all hope was gone. McAu- 
liffe knocked him down and when the Chicago 
man arose for the forty-ninth he could barely 
stand. Aftera short period of sparring Mc- 
Auliffe struck him twice and then landed a ter- 
rifie right hander on his neck, which sent him 
to the floor, where he lay on his back like a 
dead man and failed to rise when time was 
called. The forty-nine rounds were fouglt in 
3 hours and 15 minutes. Glover weighed 
in at 175 pounds aud McAuliffe some 


thing over 200.
